A Record Run. *

I am surprised to find that more atten-- 
tion has not been drawn to the record 
run made by the special train provided | 
by the Great Southern Railwr7s from Cork 
io Dublin with the new Minister from the | 
United States to the Irish Free State. ! 
This train, which left Cork at 2.20 p.m., | 
yan non-stop to Kingsbridge terminus— | 
a distance of 1654 miles—in 2 hours 27] 
minutes, at the average speed of 67.5 
miles an hour. To those interested in the 
running of trains it should be pointed out 
that the run of 1655 miles without a stop 
constitutes a record long-distance non-stop 
run in Ireland, and the average speed con- 
stitutes another record ‘in this country. 
The previous record for speed in Ireland 
was made by the special train provided for 
the members of the Irish Convention in 
September, 1917, which covered the 
journey from Cork to Island Bridge Signal 


miles—in 2 hours 35 minutes: That train, 
however, stopped at Thurles for water. 
On the present occasion the speed attained 
on the section of the line between Bally- 
brophy and Maryborough, a distance of 
eleven miles, was 86 “miles per hour, or a 
mile in approximately 42 seconds, This 
rapidity of motion may be illustrated by 
the fact that the wheels on the carriages 
forming the train made eleven complete 
revolutions in one second. Such speed 
can only be attained with absolute safety 
on a railway provided with a properly 
maintained permanent way, protected, as 
it is, by electric train block working and 
served by a tried and experienced staff. 


Irish Sire’s First Winner. 


Wild Flower, who won the Little John 
Plate at Nottingham on Tuesday, is, I 
see, by Friar Wile out of Tullybrackey. 
This youngster is his sire’s first runner. 
He was picked up at Goff’s Horse Show 
sales last August for the absurd price of 
35 guineas by Mr. R. J. Colling.

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In growing numbers they wheel above the 
sleeping grey houses, while, all the time 
ro, ge in a way that must be he: 

to be believed. It has been said that the 
ulls have country homes upon the links, 
ut no one seems to be quite certain of 
this. Old inhabitants of Dun Laoghaire 
say that the early ing demonstration 
was even more pore, Me Iming when 
colonies of rooks joined the sea-birds in 
the air. Ruthless pruning of tall trees 
has sent those nesting rooks elsewhere ; 
but the gulls still gather. The dawn 
chorus of our songbirds will be silenced 
all too soon; but no one in the upper 
reaches of Dun aire will be sorry 
when the gulls have settled down again. 


St. Kevin’s KConster. . 


There is a legend in Glendal to the 
effect that St. Kevin, while building his 
tower, was much disturbed by a ‘serpent, 
which was wont to emerge from a neigh- 
bouring lake during the night and pull 
down the structure as fast as the Saint 
erected it. According to one version, 
St. Kevin set his dog Lupus to watch, 
and the animal reported that the monster 
was in the habit of taking a stroll near 
Camacderry. The Saint went to the spot, 
got into conversation with the monster, 
and eventually enticed him into a basket 
trunk, on the pretext of a bet which the 
serpent made that the trunk would not 
hold him. When the reptile was inside 
St. Kevin carried the trunk fo Croagh 
Patrick, from the summit of “fhan he 
flung it into the sea, Another account 
states that the dog Lupus killed the 
monster, and St. Kevin, to celebrate the 
feat, placed a commemorative stone, with 
a carving on it of a dog devouring a 
serpent, under the east window of the 
tower. Mr. and Mrs. 8. C. Hall, who 
toured Ireland in 1842, state that this 
stone, which was described by Ledwich, 
the antiquary, was stolen on the 20th 
August, 1839, “by a person in the garb 
of a gentleman.’’ | 


“Ghe First .Aeroplane. 


: Discussing the question of the earliest 
Irish aeroplane, a correspondent writes :— 
“ The first aeroplane made in Ireland was 
actually built and flown as far back ass 
1910. This fact is recorded in the 
historical section of Jane’s ‘‘ All-the- 
World’s Aircraft’’ for the year 1918, 
together with a photograph of the machine 
in flight. The ’plane is described as a 
small monoplane of the same general 
appearance as the French Antoinette 
monoplane of that date, but not so large. 
It was fitted with a J.A.P. engine, and 
was built by Mr. Harry Ferguson, of 
Belfast. It first left the ground late in 
December, 1910, but was damaged in land- 


1911 and 1912.”

RARE OLD PICTURE AT . 
MESSRS. COMBRIDGE AND CO. 


_ Lovers of oil paintings, as well as those 
interested in the history of Dublin of by- 
gone days, will: find of special interest a fine 
old water-colour which just come into 
the possession of Messrs.. Combridge and 
Co., Ltd., of Grafton street, Dublin. Here 
is, indeed, a very delightful page of history 
in the Dublin of one Seodeat years ago. 
The Be depicts the opening of Portobello 
Gardens, on the banks of the Grand Canal, 
in the year 1839—the year of “The Big 
Wind,” by the way, from which so many 
claimants for old age pensions were able to 
date their age on the coming of the Old 
sg ensions Act. 

‘he Zoological Gardens, or Portobello 
Gardens as they came to be known, were 
Situate on the North or city side of the 
Grand Canal, in the space stretching from 
Bloomfield avenue to the Canal Harbour, 
where at the time was situate the City 
Basin. They were bounded on the northern 
side by what was then Clanbrassil terrace, 
and is now the South Circular road, covering 
the area now embracing Victoria street and 
the adjoining avenues. But one hundrec 
years ago there was here a very lovely park 
laid out in small plantations: rolling lawn, 
ÁR and flower beds, with ornamental 
ake, an admirable setting for Ireland's first 
Zoological Gardens. These were opene by 
the Lord Lieutenant of the day (Viscount 
Ebrington) in the presence of a very fashion- 
able gathering. It is this setting which pro- 
vided the painter with fit subject for the 
beautiful water-colour which is now in the 
possession of Messrs. Combridge and Co. The 
artist’s name is 
who appears to have been attached to the 
Office. of Arms at Dublin Castle—thougi 
that is not quite definitely known, but 
credence is lent to it by the meticulous care 
and attention given to every minute detail 
in the picture. There is in the foregroun: 
a four-in-hand carriage, with the 
showing splendid action, driver and footmen 
in resplendent attire, and the occupants in 
the dress of the period. Other carriages ani 
horsemen are seen within the grounds and 
in gt case there is a wonderful sense ií 
line, showing the touch of the master- 
draughtsman. The gardens are shown to 
excellent effect—an artificial pond well in the 
foreground, with what purports to be an 
artificial lake in the middle distance. The 
view is nicely broken by clumps of trees and 
stretches of green waste Í and scattered about, 
the latter are groups of figures in the various 
colours affected in these days. Again, in 
the drawing of these minute figures one is 
struck by the extraordinary gift of drawing 


the artist. possessed. Away in the back-. 


ground is the soft blue-green upland of south- 
west Dublin, where the countryside’ rises 
gradually to the foothills of the Dublin 
Mountains. Over all there is a nice mottled

Western elongation on the 2nd. This’ is 
one of his most distant,elongations from 
the Sun ; yet, for reasons before explained 
in these Notes, he rises only half an hour 
before the Sun, and will not be seen in the 
Northern Hemisphere. Near the Equator, 
on the contrary, ‘and in the Southern Hemi- | 
sphere, his visibility will be exceptional, as 
he is-nearly 12 degrees South of the Sun, 
in Declination. ee 
Venus also is a brilliant morning star, 
but, for the same reasons as in the case of 
Mercury, her visibility in the Northern 
Hemisphere will be restricted. She rises 
an hour and a half before the Sun, and will 
be visible low down a little South of East 
in the twilight. Her phase is still crescent, 
but will reach the half-moon stage about 
the 20th. i 
Mars is in Conjunction on the 14th, and 
invisible. i 
Jupiter is in Opposition on the 8th, and 
visible throughout the night. A number of 
ech wee shadow “transits of his 
satellites will be visible at convenient hours 
during the month. The shadow of I. will 
be on the planet on the 4th after 11.28 p.m., 
on the up to 8.9 p.m., on the 13t - 
to 10.3 p.m,, on the 20th from 9,46 to 11. 
m, On the 27th I. begins a transit, and 
hr. comes out of viet ba practically at the 
same moment, at 11,14 p.m. The shadow of 
I. follows at 11.40. The same shadow is on 
the planet again on the 29th till 8.20 p.m. 
The shadow of IT. will be observable on 
the 23rd up to 9.24 p.m., and on the 30th 
from 9.33 to 11.58 p.m. This shadow is 
much less easy to see with a small telescope 
than any of the others. The shadow of 
III., much the biggest, blackest and most 
conspicuous, is on the planet on the 2nd 
till §.20 p-m., on the 9th after 11.9 p.m, 
There is no eclipse or transit of IV, during 
the month. As the planet is in Opposition 
on the 8th, it is to be noted that the 
shadows precede the satellites’ before that 
date, and follow behind them after it. 
There is no transit on the 8th; at an hour 
when Jupiter is above our horizon, or the 
satellite would be seen projected more or 
less completely on its own shadow, leaving 
usually a little black crescent visible. 
Jupiter was at his greatest distance from 
the Sun in Januafy, The present Opposi- 
tion is, therefore, a comparatively distant 
one, and less favourable than when the 
ong comes to Opposition about Septem- 
r. 
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Saturn is a morning star, near Venus on 
the 1st, but he will hardly be visible. 
THE MOON. 

Last Quarter on the 7th, at 12.48 a.m. 
New Moon on the 13th, at 11.57 p.m, 
First Quarter on the 21st, at 9.20 p.m. 
Fell Moon on the 29th, at 12.45 p.m. — 
The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 9th, with Venus on the 10th, 
with Mercury on the 12th, and with 
Jupiter on the 28th. The conjunction with 
Venus will be close, and will result in an 
occultation, not, however, visible in this 
country. There will also be an occultation 
of Antares on the 4th, visible only in 
Southern latitudes. There is an occulta- 
tion of this star every month in the present 
year until November. There are even two 
in May. All of them seem to be visible in 
nearly the same zone of the Southern Hemi- 
sphere and the Tropics. 
The date of Easter this year, on April 
ist, is the same as in 1923. It will fall on 
this date again in 1945 and 1956, and after 
that not till 2018. Previous to 1923 the 
last time the festival fell on April the 1st 
was in 1888. It will thus be seen that 
there is a series of il-year intervals, 
followed by a long gap; after which the 11- 
year interval returns for another spell. 
The number 11 constantly occurs in the 
sequence of dates which depend on the 
Moon, the reason being that 11 days are the 
difference between 12 lunar and 12 solar 
months, or calendar months, as we more 
commonly call them. In the Prayer-book 
Tables to find Easter the “ Epact ” is the 
age of the Moon on the Ist of January, and 
it changes by 11 days each year. The 
‘* Sunday Letter ” is the letter which repre- 
sents the day of the week on which New 
Year’s Day falls. It runs backwards, Sun- 
day being A, Saturday B, Friday C, etc., 
up to G. The “ Golden Number ”’ is the 
number of the year in the series of 19 years 
which governs the recurrence: of eclipses 
and the phases of the Moon. After 19 years 
the phases of the Moon recur on the same 
days of the month, and nearly at the same 
hours. Thus, in the present year, there is 
a New Moon on April 13th, at 11.57 p.m. 
If we look back to a calendar for 1915 we 
shall find that there was a New Moon on 
April 13th in that year, at 11.36 p.m., and 
the other lunar phases accordingly. These 
three data enable us to fix the date of 
Easter in any year simply by ascertaining 
the dates of the several phases of the Moon, 
and the days of the week on which the days 
of the months fall during the year. 


THE STARS. 

At midnight on April ist, at:11 p:m. on 
the 15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th, 
Virgo and Canes Venatici and the tail of 
Ursa Major are on the meridian, the last 
nearly overhead. The tail of Hydra still 
trails across the meridian, low in the 
South, although the head of the great 
Water Serpent is nearing the West. 
Mythology is full of these vast serpents, 
of which our forefathers must have stood 
in great awe. All their heroes fought 
battles with them, and they trailed their 
figures over the heavens wherever a likely 
train of stars suggested one. Draco and 
Hydra and Serpens, and, in the Southern 
Hemisphere, Hydrus, take up a goodly 
share of the sky, to testify to the belief 
in great dragons. Corvus, Crater, Leo 
and Virgo, all are, more or less, involved 
in the coils of the Hydra, whose red heart 
glows in the star Al Fard. This red star 
is thought to have lost much of its former 
lustre in the ag century. It is not now 
more than 4th magnitude, and could not 
be called conspicuous. Even within our 
memory it seems to have lost light. It is 
probably an unusually long-period vari- 
able, like Mira Ceti, only more so. 

The conspicuous stars of Winter have 
by now almost all disappeared into the 

ó of the evening twilight. Procyon, 

tor and Pollux Capella still 
linger, the last never disappearing from 
view in this latitude. In the East we now 
have Bodtes and the. Hercules group, 
Hercules, Corona, Serpens and Ophiuchus. 
Vega and Deneb are in the North-East, 
Cassiopeia is below the Pole. When 
Cassiopeiq is below the Pole, and the tail 
of the Great Bear above, or vice versa, 
the Pole Star is then very close to the 
meridian, and may be used as an ex- 
tremely accurate meridian mark, for such 
purposes as setting a sun-dial or adjusting 
an sige telescope, or anything else 
for which an exact meridian is required. 
So many people, such as builders fixing 
a weather-cock or orienting a church, 
imagine that the c points to the 
true North. In fact, it is very widely off 
it, as much as 17 degrees on the average 
in the British Isles. 

At this time the Milky Way is almost 
out of sight, even when the sky is dark; 
for it starts from the Eastern horizon in

REJECTED.

G se registration of journalists was dis- 


cussed at yesterday's Conference of the 
National Union of Journalists, in 
Stirling. - 
The Newcastle branch tabled a resolution 
to the effect that the organisation associated 
itself with the petition to the Home Secretary 
asking for the appointment of a Government 
Committee to inquite into the desirability of 
creating for the profession of journalists a 
statutory body with functions similar to those 
of the bodies which exist in medicine and law 
and other professions.  - 
Manchester proposed an amendment in- 
structing the National Executive Council to 
take any necessary steps to oppose the 
creating of such a statutory body. The 
journalist body was not in any way compar- 
able with that of the professions named. 
Mr. H. D. Nichols, of Manchester, said 
that to set up a State oh agree would put back 
the clock so far as trade unionism was con- 
cerned for at least a quarter of a century. 
The Manchester amendment was carried by 
5,902 votes to 431. 
The Manchester Branch proposed that a 
ballot of members be taken on the question 
of affiliation with the Trades Union Congress, 
and that should there be a two-thirds 
majority in favour of it, affiliation be sought ; 
that the annual delegate mga: | recommend 
members to vote in favour of affiliation, and 
that this recommendation be sent to members 
with the ballot papers. 
The resolution in favour of the ballot was 
carried by 2,287 votes to 1,539 by card.

Since then no month 
has reached 3 inches; so that we are at 
the 15th month of deficient rainfall. How 
long this will continue none can say, but 
we should consider it excessively im- 
probable (considering our climate) that 
the coming summer will pass without the 
deficiency “oe only too abundantly 
made up. July and August are the 
months in which the most heavy rains 
are to be expected, and they -rarely dis- 
appoint us; and June is often able to 
contribute a liberal share.

HE mystical writings of that remark- 
able Spanish Carmelite, St. John of 
the Cross, enjoy a curious: fame, Few 
readers know the works themselves—save, 
perhaps, the poems, which are but a sma]l 
part of the whole; yet all seem to be 
agreed that, this writer 1s among the great 
masters of the spiritual life. ‘Seldom was 
there larger fame with less knowledge. 
Ewen in Spain a pure text has been ac- 
cessible only in recent years, and now, 
for the first time, a satisfactory English 
text is offered to the public. 

This translation appears to be scrupn- 
lously accurate, although the difficulties 
which are inherent in a writer who uses 
words in a fashion of his own oblige the 
‘most careful interpreter to make decisions 
sometimes which will not commend them- 
selves to all readers. The author writes 
of “the sensual part of man,” according 
to his translator, when he is telling how 
the soul must detach itself from all de- 
sires before it can attain to perfection. 
What Spanish word is used? Sensitiva— 
a word which conveys something different 
from the common meaning of ‘ sensual.’’ 
As the translator says, the phrase “ of 
sense ' better suits the Spanish adjective. 
It conveys the Scholastic or Aristotelian 
doctrine that there is, normally, naught 
in the intellect which has not reached it 
through sense. St. John of the Cross, 
therefore, deals with experiences that are 
abnormal—with things that the soul 
reaches by passivity, things that lie 
beyond sense and the intellectual process 
of abstraction. 

This is difficult matter to translate, 
therefore. and careful readers will wish 
to collate the English with the original. 
May we suggest that the editor would 
have done well to give the original 
Spanish in respect of the poetry which 
serves as text to the prose? Only a few 
pages would be required, and the reader 
who does not understand Spanish still 
would find it helpful to have before him 
the Spanish ‘epithets on which the prose 
is a commentary.

This 
anthology, accordingly, is divided into 
two books. In the first we have the 
pure artist in a criticism of life, as life 
is reflected in science,: art, industry, 
wild nature, religion and history.

Mr. Sinclair is a voluminous writer, and 
many of his books are available only in 
American editions. In his anthology, Mr.

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£17,102,381. The full gravity of this 
fact is not apparent at first sight, and 
becomes manifest only when we realise 
that an adverse balance of £17,000,000 at 
the present day is a vastly more serious 
thing than it would have been a few years 
ago. During the year that ended in 
February, 1922—the last year of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s administraiion — the Free 
State's total volume of trade was valued 
at more than £86,000,000. Ja the follow- 
ing year—during half of. which Mr. de 


| Valera’s ‘economic war " was in opera- 


tion—it sank to less than £65,000,000; 
and in the twelve months that ended 
with last February it dropped to some- 
thing under £57,0090,000. ‘To appreciate 
the gravity of the adverse balance one 
must reckon it in terms of the total trade. 
On this calculation, the Free State’s 
adverse balance of trade, which in the 
1931-32 period amounted to 16.5 per cent, 
of the total volume, rose in the following 
year to 23.7 per cent., and now has soared 
to 33 per cent., or one-third, of the total 
volume of trade. 

It is useless to enter here into details 
of the trade figures which we print to- 
day. The broad moral is clear enough, 
and everybody in the Free State, including 
Mr. de Valera and his Cabinet, knows it. 
Since the ‘hostilities’ between the 
twenty-six counties and Great Britain 
began, Trish exports have shown a per- 
sistent and monotonous decline. In 1951- 
32 they amounted to some £36,000,000 in 
value; by 1933-34 they had collapsed to 
less than £20,000,000—a reduction of 
almost one-half. Here, again, the bare 
figures do not tell the full tale. They 
demonstrate .only that Great Britain 
bought such-and-such a quantity of goods 
from the Free State. They tell nothing cf 
the huge sums which Mr. de Valera has 
been forced to expend in order that even 
this sorry remnant of a once valuable 
export trade may be preserved—the money 
sacrificed to bounties, subsidies, and such 
inducements to the exporter. They tell 
nothing of the thousands of pounds 
squandered on efforts to compensate the 
farmer for hie dwindling means of liveli- 
hood. They tell nothing of the expendi- 
ture on ‘‘ doles,' relief works and public 
assistance of various kinds, designed to 
counteract the havoc of the ‘‘ economic 
war.” A true balance sheet would include 
all these items. Together, they comprise 
the Free State’s real bill of costs, for the 
payment of which she is ruining not only 
the farmers, who are the prime sufferers, 
but every class of the community from the 
highest to the lowest. 

Even if all these costs were taken into 
account, the havoc of the “ economic 
war ” would still be hardly half-known. 
It will be known in full only when the 
Free State returns to sanity and sets 
herself to rebuild her shattered fortunes. 
The ‘‘economic war” has lasted for 
twenty months; but its effects, probably, 
will not be eradicated within as many 
years. . By an honourable agreement with 
Britain the Free State could enter once 
more into the enjoyment of her imperial 
heritage, with all its spiritual and 
material benefits. She could recover her 
full rights of trade in the huge British 
market; the ports of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland once more could be 
opened freely to her. The past twenty 
months of exclusion, however, have 
weakened her position with British buyers 
and with the British housewife. England’s 
own farmers have profited by the com- 
parative dearth of Free State competition 
to consolidate their own hold, and they 
will not relax their grip. On this side 
of the Channel there is disorganisation— 
disorganisation which will not be repaired 
without time and trouble. Not only the 
English market, but the Irish market, 
has been filched| from the Free State 
breeder; for, as his country becomes 
poorer, he receives worse and worse prices 
for his beasts. Appalling unemploy- 
ment has been created—and it is easier 
to create unemployment than to end it. 
The Government is committed to great 
and unprofitable expenditure, bequeathing 
an inheritance of debt which will not be 
lightened for years. 


Austria’s Future. 


Since the lamentable disturbances in 
Austria at the beginning of the year 
conditions in the little Republic have 
been fairly stable. The Socialist parties, 
having suffered a severe and costly defeat, 
are quiescent, if not appeased; Dr. 
Dollfuss seems to be firmly in the saddle, 
and the Heimwehr, which was usea to 
crush the Socialists, is in complete 
military control of the country. An agree- 
ment now has been made between Dr. 
Dollfuss and Prince Stahremberg, whereby 
the so-called Patriotic Front, headed by 
the former, henceforward will be the only 
political movement tolerated in Austria, 
and all the Fascist formations will come 
under the latter’s direct control as head 
of the Heimwehr. Austria, therefore, has 
followed the examples of Italy and 
Germany. There will be only one poli- 
tidal party, which will be supported by 
what amounts to a private army ; and al) 
opposition will be put down with a heavy 
hand. This condition of affairs probably 
will continue for some time, because the 
recent troubles disorganised the Socialist 
forces ; but it would be foolish to assume 
that it can become permanent. Dr. 
Dollfuss has become a dictator without 
any great encouragement: Írom the 
Austrian. people. Signor Mussolini, with 
his Fascists, and Herr Hitler, with his 
Storm Troops, both led their revolutions 
from the masses, and had a vast volume 
of popular support.

The Canning Industry. 


The March issue of the Irish Trade 
Journal gives an interesting account of the 
Free . State’s food canning industry. 
Several firms, it points out, are engaged in 
the canning of meat products of various 
kinds, condensed milk and cream, fruits, 
vegetables and soups. The canning of pre- 


served meats has been practised in Southern 


Ireland for many years; Irish-made meat 


pastes are by no means new; experiments 


in the canning of fruits were begun about 
three years ago, and tinned fruits are now 


on the market ; the condensed milk industry 


has been established since last century, 
but has been enlarged and modernised of 
late; tinned seas and beans and tinned 
soups are a new development. As yet, how- 
ever, the Free State's canning industry is 
very small compared with that of most 
other countries, including that of Great 
Britain, which has expanded to a surpris- 
ing degree in the last ten years; and, as 
the Journal observes, there is still con- 
siderable room to develop the Free State's 
supply of tinned) fruits, vegetables, meat 
and fish before even the domestic demand 
can be satisfied. This industry, we believe, 
deserves all encouragement. It provides a 
very sensible means to use the country’s 
surplus produce, and, being based on agri- 
culture, it involves no violent change in 
the national economy. Indeed, the develop- 
ment of a really wealthy canning industry 
is an argument for the maintenance of the 
old economy. As Britain’s example shows, 
it can be developed to such an extent as to 
become a4 valuable item of commerce with 
other nations. If the Free State ever 
regains her lost market in England, her 
small canning industry may look forward to 


a period of real prosperity. 


Progress in the Air. 


Belfast will be joined directly with 
London and Glasgow by one of the air 
services to be operated by the company 
which has been formed by Imperial Air- 
ways, Limited, and the four railway groups 
in Great Britain. This organisation will 


undertake the management of internal air 


lines in England, either alone or in con- 
junction with existing companies, as on the 
London-Isle of Wight route, which was 
operated in 1933 by Spartan Air Lines. The 
initial plans of the company—the opera- 
tions of which will be controlled by a 
directorate of nominees of the railways 
companies and Imperial Airways—provide 
for air routes over the main line services 
controlled by the London, Midland and 
Scottish, the Great Western and the 
Southern Railway Companies. Geographical 


considerations have eliminated the east 


coast route to Scotland from the first plan ; 


but surveys will be made to open up the 


industrial north-east of Britain during the 
year. Special facilities will be provided for 


the through booking of passengers and their 


baggage by rail, air and boat services. 
There is scant hope that the company 
would be granted facilities to extend its 
operations to the Free State, as the 
Department oí. Industry and Commerce 
controls aviation in the twenty-six counties 
in such a manner that air services must be 
operated by Free State ‘‘ nationals.”’ 
Perhaps, however, the Irish railway. com- 
panies, encouraged by the enterprise of 


their bigger brethren in England, and the 


Railways Act of 1933, which empowers them 


to engage in air transport, might consider 


the operation of aircraft in districts to 


which rail travel is a tedious and some- 


what uncomfortable experience.

If. the National: Government.had wished 
to arouse opposition among almost every 
section of its supporters, it could not have 
done better than to introduce the Betting 
and Lotteries Bill. That there will be a 
bitter struggle before the bill becomes law 
is certain. Many people declare that it 
means class legislation of an extreme 
character, inasmuch as the horse-racing 
section of the community can indulze 
legally in betting every day, while the 
supporter of dog-racing—the poor man's 
sport—will be permitted to make a legal 
bet only two days a week. If the Prime 
Minister and Mr. Baldwin could hear some 
of the bitter comments passed upon the bill 
they might be surprised, Travelling to 
town yesterday with a party of working- 
men, I learned something of the feeling. 
Three of the men declared that they had 
been supporters of the National Govern. 
ment in the hope that the day of tiresome 
restrictions would draw to a close; but, 
instead, further restrictions were being 
placed on people who did not need them. 
This attitude was a by others. A 
similar feeling prevails among the black- 
coated workers, and it will be surprising if 
members of Parliament are not over- 
whelmed with protests against the measure. 
Scores of Government supporters in the 
House of Commons are perturbed at the 
effect that the bill is having on their con- 
stituencies, as indicated by shoals cf 
letters and telegrams. 


Good Friday in London. 


Last week's forecast of beautiful weather 
for the holidays was falsified to-day; for 
the weather was cold and dull generally, 
relieved only occasionally by gleams of 
sunshine, The cold easterly wind, however, 
did not interfere with those who had made 
up their minds to spend the day in the 
open, and from early dawn there was an 
outward: stream of traffic. The bicycle 
seems to have become pepular again, and 
the number of cycling clubs on the road 
was remarkable. For those who preferred 
to keep Good Friday as a quiet day, there 
were numerous special Services in all the 
important churches, and the three hours’ 
devotion secured big attendances. In the 
afternoon and evening there was a number 
of religious processions and open-air 
Services—particularly in the West End— 
and these were received with general 
respect, though I could not say that there 
was marked enthusiasm among the holiday- 
makers crowding the footpaths. 


Anglo-lrish Relations. 


It did not escape notice yesterday that 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Dominions Secre- 
tary, paid a visit of half-an-hour’s dura- 
tion to the King at Buckingham Palace, 
and there was much speculation in 
political circles on its meaning. Rumour, 
of course, connected the visit with the 
reception of the new United States 
Minister to Dublin by Mr. de Valera, but 
this remains to be seen. On the day when 
the House of Commons reassembles after 
the Easter holidays Mr. Thomas will be 
asked whether he will state the position 
regarding the dispute with the Irish Free 
State Government, and whether,: having 
regard to the injury to trade and the loss 
incurred by both countries, he is prepared 
to resume discussions with a view to the 
settlement of the annuities dispute by 
arbitration or by any other acceptable 
method of adjudicating upon the question. 
At the same time, the President of the 
Board of Trade will be asked whether he 


will state the value of trade between the

The Traffic Bill. 


The Government intends to press forward 
its new Traffic Bill, and to have it on the 
Statute-book before the House adjourns at 
the-end of July. August hitherto has been 
the worst month for road accidents, and 
it is hoped that the bill will be ready in 
time for the Minister of Transport to 
impress upon local authorities the neces- 
sity of discretion in regard to speed limit 
areas. The tests to be imposed upon new 
drivers have not yet been arranged, but. 
as the Minister intends to secure the aid 
of the. motoring organisations for this 
purpose, it will not be long before they 
are announced. It is understood that 
tentative arrangements will be made for 
the crossing of thoroughfares by pedes- 
trians; if such arrangements prove 
practicable, a penalty may be inflicted for 
careless walking. In Paris such a scheme 
has helped to reduce the numbers of 
accidents considerably. 


Grand Opera at Covent Garden, 


The grand opera season at Covent 
Garden will open on April 30th, and on 
the first might Beethoven’s opera, 
“ Fidelio,”” will be produced with new 
scenery. The famous old opera house has 
been almost completely renovated, and 
both within and without it has been 
cleaned and re-decorated. Wagner s 
‘* Ring ” will be given early in the season, 
and Sir Thomas Beecham, who is artistic 
director, will conduct the entire series ol 
these operas. Another production ot 
interest will be “ Schwanda,’. by Herr 
Weinberger, the composer, who is coming 
to London specially for the production. 
There is a great demand at the box office 
for the Wagner operas and the new 
German opera. The Italian season will 
be comparatively short, but during it an 
interesting revival will be Rossini’s “ La 
Cenerentola,' in which Madame Conchita 
Supervia will be prima donna, 


The R.A.C. Tourist Trophy. 


The regulations for the International 
Tourist Trophy Race have now been issued 
by the Royal Automobile Club. The race 
will take place on Saturday, Ist Septem- 
ber, and official practising on Wednesday 
and Thursday, 29th and 30th August. It 
will be held on the Ards Circuit, near 
Belfast. A number. of - extremely im- 
portant alterations have been made to the 
regulations this year. The intention 
apparently is to exclude from the race 
the purely racing car, and to confine it to 
standard sports cars, such as are normally 
sold to the public for everyday touring, 
but with certain permitted “ hotting up.” 
Superchargers will not be allowed. The 
R.A.C, is of the opinion that neither the 
manufacturers nor the motoring public 
have shown any inclination towards the 
use of the supercharger for ordinary 
ri a, although every opportunity for 
its development and adaptation to every- 
day use has been provided during the 
past ten years of motor racing both on 
road and track. Since the Tourist 
Trophy Race is a competition for sports 
and not for racing cars, the R.A.C. 
has decided that no good purpose can be 
served by the further employment of 
superchargers in this race. 


Women at Work.

A Note from the British Government 
asking for details of the guarantees which 
the French Government would consider 
necessary for the execution of a disarma- 
ment convention was laid before the 
Cabinet by M. Barthou at yesterday's 
Council, ere would seem to have been 
since M. Barthou’s visit to Brussels a 
definite change in some of the views ex- 
pressed by the French Government in 
their memorandum to the British Govern- 
ment on March 17. In that memorandum 
the French Government persisted in the 
view that no substantial re-armdment of 
Germany could be allowed. Since the 
Brussels conversations they have appeared 
ready to accept a certain degree of German 
re-armament, provided that no weakening 
of the present French defences were to 
accompany it, and that satisfactory 
guarantees were forthcoming. . 

The British Government, it is believed, 
have asked,’ in particular, what degree 
of German re-armament the French Govern- 
ment would .te prepared to accept in 
return for guarantees of execution, and 
conversely what guarantees the French 
Government would consider as adequate 
for a concession to Germany in this 


respect. i 

That such questions should be asked 
marks the change in the French attitude. 
The French Government, which hitherto 
has stood out against any substantial re- 
armament of Germany, has now shown 
that the reduction of its own armaments 
below the present level, not the controlled 
increase of German armaments, is the 
thing to which they most object. 
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The deputation appointed at Thursday 
night's Athy meeting of stall-feeders was 
received yesterday by the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture (Dr. Ryan) at 
Government Buildings, Dublin. The 
Minister was assisted by some of the 
leading departmental officials. 

Mr. Greene explained the position of 
the stall-feeders, which, he stated, was a 
very serious one, in view of the restric- 
tions on export and of the attitude adopted 
by the home trade. The latter, he said. 
had taken full advantages of the feeders’ 


paying prices which represented £4 less 
than those paid before the quota on the 
export of cattle was imposed. 

Dr. Ryan expressed the opinion that, 
in spite of the fact that there would be 
1,300 fewer licences issued for the export 
of fat cattle in April as compared with 
March, stall-fed cattle would be disposed 
of by the end of May. He expressed 
surprise that there should still be such a 
large number of stall-fed cattle on hands 
in South Kildare. 

The deputation, however, assured him 
that the figures given were absolutely 
correct, and that they ran into thousands, 

Dr. Ryan sympathised with the sugges- 
tion that no licences should be issued for 
grass beef until al) the stall-fed caitle 
had been cleared, but could give no assur- 
unce as to this until a later date. He 
more or less indicated that there would 
be difficulty in fixing minimum prices for 
the home market without legislation. With 
regard to the issuing of licences to farmers 
for the shipping of store cattle, instead of 
to the cattle trade, he pointed out that, 
although he approved of the principle of 
owners having the right to dispose of their 
stock in any market which they desired, 
he considered that the distribution of 
licences to all owners of store cattle pre- 
sented some difficulties, and he was in- 
clined to think that the same position 
would arise with regard to grass beef. 

This statement rather surprised the 
members of the deputation, and they 
warned the Minister that he should be 
slow even to consider the handing hack 
of such licences to the cattle trade. They 
thanked Dr, Ryan for his sympathetic 
reception and hearing of their case, and 
he assured them that he would be happy 
io receive suggestions from them on the 
subject at any time.

Lancashire’s main source of raw cotton

FRENCH BOOKMAKERS 
ARRESTED.

ARE vexed guestion, ' How did Stavisky 
die?” now appears to have been 
settled once and for all. A second post- 
mortem held at the Medico-Legal Institute 
by a number of experts and four medical 
members of the Parliamentary Commission 
of Inquiry has established that the condi- 
tions noted resembled those ordinarily 
observed in cases of suicide by shooting. 
Prior to the post-mortem the doctors 
were shown the film taken at Chamonix, 
the scene of Stavisky’s death, which pro- 
voked the demand of the Parliamentary 
Commission for a second post-mortem 
“We are determined that there shall be 
no further room for doubt,’’ said a member 
of the Commission. 
have photographs taken of the naked body, 
both full face and side face, so that all 
traces of the bullet may be clearly visible 


THE FINDINGS, 


The post-mortem showed :— 

1—Only the bullet wound in the temple. 

2—No sign of the bullet. . 

5—The shot was fired at point-blank 
range. 

4—-Hemorrhage from the mouth and 
nose was due to congestion of the lungs 
with oedema, 

_5—There was no trace of violence. 

6—The shot was fired downwards and to 
the left into the right temple. 

7—Stavisky apparently shot himself 
sitting down, leaning slightly backwards 
in the position of a man who expected to 
be shot through the window. 

8—The body was perfectly preserved. 
The muscles were those of an athlete, but 
the interna] organs showed signs of hard 
living. 


MURDER CHARGE, 


The three French bookmakers—Gaetan 
de Lussats, known as “ The Baron ”; Paul 
Venture, and Francois Spirito—arrested 
in connection with the murder of M. 
Prince, who was found dead on the rail- 
way line near Dijon on February 20th, have 
been charged with murder, robbery and 
complicity. 

After a gruelling interrogation, lasting 
twentv hours, all three men categorically 
denied any connection with the murder of 
M. Prince. 

Even those newspapers which are in- 
clined to regard the bookmakers as the 
guilty parties agree with the rest of the 
Press in saying that the responsibility 1s 
not confined to them alone. ‘‘ They could 
not have acted on their own initiative,’’ 
says the Echo de Paris. “ We must know 
who was at work. These arrests must be 
followed with the least possible delay by 
those of the inciters.’’ 


THE COMMISSION, 


The latest accusation against as ex- 
Minister was made last night before the 
Stavisky Commission by M. Zimmer, the 
former head ot M. Chiappe’s special 
Secretariat. He accused M. Frot, the ex- 
Minister of the Interior, of having im- 
properly intervened on a number ol 
occasions between 1928 and 1930 with the 
Prefecture of Police and Ministries of the 
Interior and Finance. M. Frot’s aim was, 
he said, to obtain postponements, or 
annulment of the expulsion order against 
the Polish banker, M. Danowski, for non- 
payment of taxes on war profits amount- 
ing to 517,000 francs (£6,500).- Danowski 
was finally expelled after paying only 
132,000 francs. M. Frot has issued a 
denial of M. Zimmer's statement and 
asked for an audience of the Commission 
to-day. 


MORE ARRESTS. 


It is now reported that two alleged 
accomplices of the three bookmakers who 
were arrested vesterday will also be 
arrested. One of these is said to be an 
American citizen, while the other is 
believed to be an Italian or South 
American. It is stated that both are well 
known in the Paris underworld. 

The only persons who have not shut up 
shop in France for Easter are the hard- 
worked officials in the Public Prosecutor's 
Department and in the secret police in 
Paris, Dijon and Marseilles, whose efforts 
to. elucidate the Stavisky and Prince 
mysteries continued unabated despite the 
holiday week-end. 


ACCUSATIONS DENIED. 


To-day the members of the Stavisky 
Commission spent a glorious sunny day 
shut up in a hot committee room hearing 
M. Frot, the former Minister of the 
Interior, rebut the accusations made 
against him yesterday. 

M. Frot admitted that he had been the 
lawyer of M Danowski, the expelled 
Polish banker, and said that he had 
advised him in his difficulties with the 
French tax authorities, but there was 
nothing wrong in that.

A TITHE 
COMPROMISE.

hitherto has been a misdirected, but not 
inexplicable, sense of victimisation on the 
tithe-payers’ part in certain districts, 
which has been whipped up to a point at 
which it has done scant justice either to 
the rights of the tithe-owner or to the for- 
bearing way in which those rights have in 
general been administered. Men in diffi- 
culties may show a determined unreason 
which is impervious to fact or argument. 
The farmer, for example, growing his crops 
and selling his live stock at a loss has 
been tempted to unload upon a single 
element in his budget, his indignation or 
despair over mounting devits, and over a 
state of adversity in which every outgoing 
is a provocation. The trouble, in fact, has 
been specially acute where people bought 
their land at high prices, notably just 
after the War, and where the fixed charge 


(even as established by the Act of 1925, 


has become onerous. But the same is true 
of charges fixed in different economic cir- 
cumstances upon all kinds of pro- 
perty; and a tithe-payer in diffi- 
culties has the same, but no greater, 
claim for relief. He has, in fact, 
already obtained a measure of special

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“KING OF CANADA” 
PROPOSAL. 


—AND NO GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL.

OTTAWA, Thursday. 


A proposal to hold the post of Governor- 
General vacant for ten years—thus saving 
the Canadian taxpayer about £1,000,000—- 
is made in the annual memorial of the 
Native Sons of Canada, presented to Mr. 
R. B. Bennett, the Prime Minister. 

A further sum might be saved by apply- 
ing the same policy to the Lieutenant. 
Governors of the Provinces, the memorial 
adds. 

The Association is in favour of appoint- 
ing a Canadian to .the post of Governor 
General. It is also suggested that the 
title should be changed to “* Viceroy’’’ to 
conform to the status of Canada, as defined 
by the Statute of Westminster.

NORTHERN MINISTER'S 
SPEECH. 

The Northern Minister of Finance (the 
Right Hon. H. M. Pollock), ‘speaking at 
a meeting of the Windsor Unionist Asso- 
ciation, referred to Mr. O’Kelly’s state- 
ment. He said that Mr. O'Kelly “is 
reported to have frankly stated that the 
Free State would use every effort to 
establish a republic for the thirty-two 
counties of Ireland, and if the gun were 
necessary the people had the Government 
to direct the armies and the volunteer 
force behind them.”’

CAPTAIN W. J. FOWLER. 


We regret.to announce the death of Captain 
W. J. Fowler, which occurred, after, a long 
illness, at his residence, Cambridge House, 
Ulverton road, Dalkey, last night. Captain 
Fowler, who was chief reporter in the /rish 
Times, was born in Belfast forty-four years 
ago. He enteréd journidlism*at an early age, 
but when the war broke out joined the Army 
and saw much active gervice in France, 
Gallipoli and Salonica. He was severely 
wounded on two occasions, After some time 
in the ranks, having, risen to the rank of 
Sergeant-Major, he was commissioned in the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, and, at the end 
of the war was a Company Commander.

The late Mt. Fowler was a man of high 
character and marked ability. He was greatly 
interested in social problems, was a keen 
student of Fabianism, and took a deep in- 
terest in the modern Labour movement, For 
some years he was the Dublin correspondent 
of the Daily Herald, and numbered among 
his friends some of the most prominent 
Liberal and Labour leaders, 

As a soldier, he gained the admiration and 
affection of all those who served with, or 
under, him; as a colleague he displayed rare 
gifts of loyalty and comradeship, and carried 
into his professional career that devotion to 
duty which stamped him as an officer. As 
a man W. J. Fowler had qualities which 
endeared him to many friends drawn from 
widely differing circles, and his. early death 
will be mourned by all who knew him. 

Captain Fowler is survived by a widow and 
three children.

MILK AND THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


TO THER RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—My attention has been called to a 
letter written by Professor J. W. Bigger 
Which appeared in ‘the ‘/rish Times of bha 
ultimo, commenting on my broadcast “' talk ”' 
on “ Milk and the Public Health.” 

From the condensed report which appeared 
in the /rish. Times Professor Bigger con- 
claded that I advocated pasteurisation instead 
of the elimination of tuberculosis from Irish 
milk herds. That conclusion was not quite 
justified. 

In my “ talk ” I stated that ‘‘no effort 
should be spared to rid our herds of this 
disease (tuberculosis). We have been set a 
very good example-in~this»matter by the 
U.S.A., where an erad.cation campaign has 
heen operating foc some years. Several 
States have now got, clean bills of healthy in 
respect of this disease.” - 

I sr, of opinion; however, that, With our 
present resources, cOmplete eradication is a 
counsel of perfection and is not likely to be 
achieved in a reasonable time. Bh I 
mh an á sriain tion. in & Ww there 
is any -dóubt' about the quality ‘of. the milk. 
sea Bigger, admits, that “the process 
of pastetrisation will enormously reduce the 
risk of contracting fuberculosis by the con- 
sumption of the milk of tuberculous cows.” 
Then why not advocate pasteurisation and so 


area less economical to work than in other 
counties.

HOUSING IN THE CITY. 


Although the Lord. Mayor of Belfast 
declared that there were no slums in the 
city, it is a well-known fact that there is 
serious overcrowding in some districts. 
Houses are being built in Belfast under 
the subsidy scheme, which provides a 
subsidy of £30 per house, half of which is 
paid by the Northern Government and 
half by the Corporation, but notwithstand- 
ing this few houses are being built at 
rents which a labouring man can afford. 
It is surprising that slum clearing grants 
have not been made available under the 
Housing Acts. Power is given to local 
authorities to clear slums, but no financial 
assistance. 


STEWART SCHEME. 


It is generally regretted that the 
housing scheme put forward by Mr. W. J. 
Stewart, M.P. (South Belfast), for the 
erection of small semi-villa type houses 
for workers to be let at 6s. per week was 
not proceeded with, but Mr. Stewart has

FLAX PRODUCTION. 


Unless the Northern Ireland farmers are 
able to secure an adequate supply of 
pedigree flax seed it is almost certain that 
they will be unable to compete with other 
flax-growing areas. The outstanding 
achievement of the Linen Research Asso- 
ciation has been the production of a 
pedigree seed which gives a yield of flax 
of over 50 per cent. above other kinds of 
seed. The difficulty has been to produce 
this seed in sufficient quantities to main- 
tain an adequate supply for Northern 
farmers. Experiments in producing this 
seed in bulk in Norfolk have been tried 
with satisfactory results, and at the same 
time providing a good quality fibre. 
Canada has also undertaken, with the 
assistance of the Government, the produc- 
tion of this seed, combined with the pro- 
duction of a comparatively low grade of 
fibre—green tow for upholstery. Last year 
Northern Ireland produced only 9,000 
acres, or less than 2,000 tons of flax, 
which is a mere fraction of the total 
amount required for the Northern linen 
industry. Ten times this quantity is im- 
ported from Russia, the Baltic provinces 
and Belgium, representing an outlay for 


raw material of £2,500,000 
FREE STATE'S POSITION. 


With a market for flax fibre of neatly 
three million sterling available, every 
effort should be made to secure this harvest 
for Irish farmers. During the War, when 
foreign supplies were not obtainable, over 

,000 acres of flax were grown in Ireland. 
and some of the best flax was produced in 
the South of Ireland. It is calculated 
that, if the new pedigree seed were avail- 
able in larger quantities, 40,000 acres 
would be placed under flax crops in 
Northern Ireland. To provide the seed 
for this acreage, however, about 10,000 
acres of flax must be grown elsewhere. 
Under happier conditions the Irish 
Free State might become the source 
of supply of flax seed for the Irish 
linen industry, and even secure a 
large share of the two and a half million 
spent on imported flax. Even under exist- 
ing conditions there is no reason whv 
southern farmers should not secure a larger 
share of this market for raw material, with 
advantage to themselves, as there is no 
duty upon flax imported into Northern 
Ireland for sale in any of the border town 
flax markets. The dependence of the linen 
industry upon foreign supplies of flax is 
& great weakness of the industry, but it 
is felt that it is only by using pedigree 
seed, with its higher yield per acre, that 
Irish farmers will be able to compete in 
price with foreign flax. 


LOUGH NEAGH FISHERY DISPUTE. 


The agreement reached at Stormont, 
after a conference with Viscount Craig- 
avon, for a settlement of the Lough Neagh 
fishing dispute does not appear to have 
satisfied a section of the fishermen. The 
Toome Eel Council have agreed that 75 
boats should be allowed to fish on the 
lough, and they have expressed a willing- 
ness to market all the eels caught, and 
to pay the fishermen a certain sum on the 
spot, and divide among the fishermen the 
surplus money at the end of the year, 
after all expenses have been paid. Fifty- 
five fishermen, representing 26 boats along 
the lough from Antrim to Toomebridge, 
have repudiated the agreement. They 
state that, instead of being a concession, 
the terms are a triumph for the company,

ATTITUDE TOWARDS 
COMMUNISTS. 


In preparation for the annual conference 
of the lddenendent Labour Party, which opens 
at York to-day, the National Council met 
yesterday at York, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. Maxton, M.P. 

No definite decision was reached regarding 
the recommendation to be made to the con- 
ference on the issue of party policy and re- 
lationship with the Communist International. 

Last year’s conference instructed the 
National Council of the Independent Labour 
Party to ask the Communist International 
how the Party could co-operate in its work. 
A long correspondence has proceeded between 
the two bodies, culminating in a cable from 
Moscow, received on Thursday, which 
come before the conference, stating that there 
are fundamental differences in principle, and 
demanding a clear decision by the York con- 
ference, without reservations, to affiliate with 
the Communist International as a sympathis- 
ing Party. 

ere has been a request from the Com- 
munist Party to send fraternal delegates to 
the York conference, but the Nationa! 
Council decided yesterday to limit these 
delegates to local sections of its own party, 
or to associated movements, and to the York 
branch of the National Unemployed Workers’ 
Movement.
